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Claims 5-7, 9, 10, 19, 20, 22, 25 and 27 are rejected under 
35 U.S. C. § 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 5, 6, 9, 10 and 20 are indefinite because the 
pozzolanic filler lacks antecedent basis. 

Claims 6 and 10 are indefinite because a trademark (i.e. 
FILLITE) can not be used in a claim. 

Claims 7, 22 and 27 are indefinite because the grouping of 
the additional component is not properly defined. It is 
suggested that this be changed to "further comprising at least 
one component comprising. . .or. . . ) . 

Claims 19 and 25 are indefinite because the phrase "of 
paragraph (b) " adds confusion to the claim. 

Claim 20 is indefinite because the phrase "of paragraph (d) " 
adds confusion to the claim. 

Claims 1-4, 8, 11, 17, 18, 21, 23, 24 and 26 are allowable 
over the prior art of record. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1-11 and 17-27 
have been considered but are deemed to be moot in view of the new 
grounds of rejection.
